the commission to hare their genesis 
in the selfish insistence of men upon 
•what they claim as heir rights and 
their refusal to recognize that Jn their 
relations as-individuals and groups to 
society and the public, they 
have 


duties. 
Stubborn adherence to this 


attitude, and the desire to take unfair 
advantage of the otbsr fellow is the 
root of practically avery Industrial 
conflict, and U is prolonged because 
of the unwillingness to yield In 
.spirit ot fair 'play aad good spons- 
manshlp to temperate, sensible and 
reasonable efforts to .idjuat the differ- 
ences that have arisen. In the use of 
force to attain tha ends ot strikes 
they are QOiclcly resolved into con- 
ffieta in which passion gets the better 
of men's judgment and the breach be- 
tween the contending sides become 
wider and wider. 


The commission, notes these truths 


and comments upon, them as having 
brought about the unhappy conditions 
which exist In the roalm ot industry 
today. In its efforts to be impartial 
In its statements o: the conditions 
which have been tha subject ot the 
commission's investigations and re- 
view, the report inclines somewhat to 
partiality. At least there appears to 
be a lack of emphasis in dealing with 
certain situations such, as for in- 
stance, as tha Herrin massacre. While 
that disgraceful affair is in no sense 
condoned it is not gi-sn that ap- 
praisal placed upon it by the preis 
and public sentiment. Bather 
are 


these forces roundly 
censured 
for 


having been so out«poken in con- 
demnation ot wholesale murder and 
the inability ol the courts to deal out 
Justice to the perpetrators. 


Similarly is ihers to be noticed a 


certain restraint in dealing with the 
civil war waged in tie non-union dis- 


' tricts of "West Virginia. There is, ot 


course, no attempt to justify the T«- 
sort to armed force, but there is ap- 
parent in 'the repo-t a very strong 
tendency, as In handling the Herrin 
tragedy, to enumerate with consider- 
able dotail what - is given the com- 
pleiion of mitigatlrg circumstances, 
•without nxtng responsibility. For Its 
unwillingness to so fli the ultimate 
responsibility the commission makes 
this very much generalized state- 
ment of ideals instead of facts: 


"The disregard 
of the civil 


rights of Aaiericiin citizens, as 
commonly understood by tho»e 
who are versed In our principles 
of government, the breaches of 
the criminal law of the land, the 
frequent Immunity from punish- 


. ment, and the occasional unjust 


conviction of men, has heretofore 
been viewed exclusively from an 
altruistic standpoint. The com- 
mission wonld lD!pre3s upon the 
law making power of the land 
and the common sense of our 
people this'ever to be remember- 
ed fact: 


"All justice is human and falli- 


ble. Always its' enforcement de- 
pends upon the education, en- 
vironment, and heredity of the 
people who are called upon to 
enforce it. It will only approach 
perfection when the intelligence, 
the 
judgment, 
and 
the con- 


" science of men are educated more 
and more toward higher ideals." 
Touching the principles which are 


•numerated as necessary to ba rec- 
ognized by both capital and labor as 
"one yard stick by which all contro- 
verted questions are to be measured," 
the commission is nuch more specific 
ind exact than in its comments upon 
conditions as It fcund them in the 
Industry. Its inslst?nce that none but 
voluntary contract!, be entered .into; 
that there must be no interference 
with the right of "a man to work 
when, where, for whom, under what 
:onditions, and a'- what wage he 
;hooses;" that mer have the right to 
organize Cor coll< ctive 
bargaining, 


3Ut must "exercise this right without 
:drca and intimidation," 
and that 


;ar*ital has the equal right to organ- 
ize, but "must not be permitted to 
break up a fle fat to organiiation of 
labor in other wfys man by argu- 
ment and advice: ' that every man 
who gives-an honert day's work shall 
be paid a sufficient wage; that the 
general public "has the right to de- 
mand of Its government that it shall 
aot freeze in the midst of an abund- 
ance of coal;" thi.t the enforcement 
of voluntary cont-acts shall not be 
"left to strikes acd lockouts, but to 
boards ot arbitration," are principles 
•which will appeal to the public as 
forming a Hound basis upon which to ' 


TTHEBE MUCH OF THE CREDIT 


BELOJTGS. 


There is no desire 
to 
"withhold 


from Governor Pinchot any proper 
measure of credit due him for having 
assisted in bringing about a settle- 
ment of the anthracite strike. But a 
careful study of all the factors en- 
tering into the situation makes it 
plain that public opinion, more than 
Governor Pinchot's personality, lead- 
ership or his compromise plan was, 
in reality, the great and impelling 
force which brought the contending 
parties into line in the interests of a 
peaceful settlement. 


The leaders on-both 
sides 
were 


astute enough to sense the meaning 
and Import of what that portion ot 
the public represented by the con- 
sumers of anthracite, was thinking 
about and quietly 'determining to do 
in the event of the failure of 
the 


Pinchot plan, or any other, to cause 
the operators and the miners to ex- 
ercise the saving grace of common 
sense. 


Neither of these parties had any 


misunderstanding of the sentiment in 
the anthracite consuming territory 
that if the supply-of anthracite was 
seriously curtailed or stopped by a 
strike, there would 
be a 
counter 


strike by coal users that would be 
more than a passing expression of 
disapproval ot a resort to force in the 
settlement ot a wage dispute. 


The action of a committee of the 


Massachusetts legislature. In recom- 
mending a boycott of anthracite coal, 
would have been more or less general 
wherever it .would have been possible 
to obtain anything like a fairly satis- 
factory substitute for this form of 
fuel. Both the miners and the op- 
erators saw the. handwriting on the 
wall and it Inspired a fear-neither 
could wholly conceal under the bluff 
they put up at the conferences held 
by their representatives. The Pinchot 
proposition came In the nature oC a 
much desired opportunity to divert 
the trend of public sentiment and the 
miners, no less than the operators, 
eagerly seized upon it as the means 
whereby they could help themselves 
out of a situation that was steadily 
becoming more disagreeable, not to 
say embarasslng. 


Both contenders were well aware 


of the fact that if a prolonged strike 
ensued a very large part of the 
anthracite trade would be supplanted 
by other forms of fuel, which have 
demonstrated 
their good 
Qualities, 


and which the producers 
were in 


readiness to supply in any needed 
quantity. The consequence, in. such 
case, being less work for the miners 
and less business for the operators, 
made the ending of the strike a mat- 
ter of safety first for the miners as 
well as for the operators. 


To accord Governor P'nchot all the 


credit is, therefore, being too gener- 
ous to him. He is not alone responsi- 
ble for a settlement 'having 
been 


brought about. 
Nor is the precise

the coal consuming public regards as 
the best for safeguarding

terests, as contrasted "• with the
